Having been requested to express an opinion as to the suitability of Talbot House 
for the purpose for which it is now occupied, I have no hesitation in stating that it is not 
suitable and for the following reasons 

(1) The site of Talbot House is low-lying, the floor of the basement story being below 
the level of the river Liffey, when there is a high tide. 

(2) The district in which the house is situated is one of the most densely populated 
in the city. It includes many purlieus. 


(3) Prom a study of the incidence of Typhoid fever in Dublin, I found that eases of 
this disease were 50 per cent, more numerous, per 1,000 persons living on the gravelly 
soils than on the boulder clay, these being the chief soils on which Dublin is built. Talbot 
House is on the gravelly soil. 

(4) The Death-rate in Dublin and other Irish towns is much higher than the rate in 
rural districts. Por this reason and a similar one applied to towns other than Irish, the 
removals of Orphanages, Schools, Asylums, &c., from towns to the open country are very 
frequent. 

(5) I assume that the great majority of the students in Talbot House have been born 
and reared in the country. It is well established that country girls who enter service or 
become shop assistants do not, on the whole, get as good health in town as they did in 
the country. 

In conclusion I am of opinion that Talbot House is not suitable as a training college 
for girls.
